The top 
floor was one large room filled with 
cots and bunks. On the fourth 
fioor where the loss of life was 
heaviest, there were:30 tiny rooms 
like cells, with two cois in each. 
A hallway ren through the centre. 
Nearly all those occupying rooms 
in the front of the building perish- 
ed. The men in the rear rooms, 
opening on the fire escape, had 
locked the doors, when they went 
to bed, and those in front were un- 
able to reach the fire escapes. 

When the firemen arrived, flames 
were shooting 20 feet in the air 
from the windows on the fourth and 
fifth floors, and the tire eseapes and 
the roof were a mass of shrieking,

& sample market. 

Is it not a fact that a large number 

of farmers believe that’ a sample 
market would mean higher prices to 
the producer?

Greenland settloment and placed one 
of these under the command @ bis 
son*Biorn, a youth of 16 years, who, 
having been bred to the sea almost 
since infancy, had mastered the de- 
taille of his profession by the time 


that he arrived at an age when other | 
boys usually commence their appren- | 


ticeship. 
When near the southern coast of 
Greenland, Biorn’s ship: was driven 
far to thé south and west. One 
morning he  disqovered 
land close aboard. Sa along 
coast for some distance he found a 
large bay, into which he steered = 
dropped whchor. Upon landing 
country was seen to be clothed with 
vegetation. and the. streams swarm- 
{ng with fine salmon, ‘Trees of large 
growth grew in great numbers just 
back from the shore, the climate 
was balmy and delightful. Of ‘na- 
| tives they saw nothing, and believed 
the land uninhabited. 

Rejoiced over his important dis- 
| covery, Biorn returned to [celand 
(and communicated the news to his 
friend Lief, son of Eric the Red, who 
\-bad founded the colony on the coast , 
‘Of that. island. The tyo ambitious 
young mien immediately entered into 
an ‘agreement to share the expense 
of equipping a suitable vessel, sail- | 
ing to this newly discovered land 
and bringing back whatever caro | 
‘promised to reimburse them for at- | 
‘ting out the ship. 

Their fitst sight of the new land | 
| was not calculated to impress Lief | 
with a promise of its fruitfulness, | 
| for it was rocky, barren, and gloomy. 
| This gave rise to openfy expressed 
dissatisfaction on his part, but Biorn | 
assured him that further south they 
would meet with green fields and 
woodlands. After the fashion of the 
early navigators in naming ge0- 
graphical discoveries according to 
the features first presented, -this 
place they called Helleland, and to 
the low, sandy shore which they ob- 
setved. beyond. it and which was 
covered in spots with clumps of 
smalltrees, they gave the name of 
Markland. Two days later they fell! 
. in with a new line of coast, and satl- , 
ing along this for several hours | 
Biorn made out the bay in which he 
| had anchored on his previous voy- 
age. Into this harbor they brought 

the ship and moored her. 

The explorers _ soon succeeded in 
catching a number of fine salmon 
from the river that emptied into the 
Bay, and collected quantities of fruit 
of different varieties and of most 
. o flavor..,..The.. temperature 
of the air, as on the former voyage, 
was found to be delightfully mild to 
‘the Ieelanders, and the sof} proved 

One of 
the members of the crew, a German, 
met with enormous quantities of 
grapes growing wild, and from this 
circumstance the two navigators de- 
cided to hame the country Vinland, 

meaning the land of grapes. This 
Vinland of the early voyagera, a 


known at the present day as New- 
foundiand. After making several 
short cruises to the southward and 
westward, and sailing through the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence until the river 
of that name was reached the ship 
returned to her first anchorage, 
where the explorerg passed the ve 
ter.

With the proceeds of 
this venture the two boy discoverers 
fitted ott their vessel] a second time, 
but an unfortunate quarrel breaking 
out, between them, Lief sailed alone | 
to. est-blish a colony after ex- 
ample of bis father.

The Irop Chink. 


Greatest of all labor-saving de- 
vices in the canneries is the ‘‘iron 
chink,” which cuts off the heads, 
tails and fms, and cleans as many 
fish in one minute as ld 61 work- 
ers in the old way. It is a compara- 
tively small affair, drum-shaped and 
of simple mechanism. After leaving 
the “iron chiek” the fish are cut, 
mostly by machinery, into sizes oe 
the different shaped tins, and t 
packgd -by hand into these. 
tops of the tins are then soldered 
on, the tins boiled, pierced, sealed 
again, and thoroughly cooked, and 
after being allowed to cool and agaip 
being tested for leaks, are lacquered 
and ready for shipment, most buyera 
labelling the salmon with their own 
brand.

Every 
woman wag closély scrutinized by the 
police as she entered, for t was ex- 
pected that Miss Annie Kenny. cre.of 
the stffragist. leaders,.a prisoner tn 
der the infamous ‘Cat and Mouse’ Act, 
would be there. 

Punctually at 8.16 Mrs. Dacre Fox 
and Mrs. ‘General’ Drummond came 
upon the stage, receiving wild cheers 
from the vast audience. A wonderful 
ovation greeted the elusive Miss Ken- 
ny as she came forward from behind 
a banner. 

She is a tiny, slender slip 6f a crea 
ture, and no one looking at the child- 
ish figure could beliey¢, if they did not 
know, that she is a magnificent fighter 
for the freedom of women and that 
she has done five or six hunger strikes. 

Mrs, Dacre Fox, as chairman, spoke 
a few words Then Mrs. | ‘General’ 
Drummond addressed the meeting. It 
was her dIrst mecting for many 
months, as she has been in a nursing 
home undergoing two serious opera- 
tions. Standing with the ald of a 
stick, she told us how the Government 
might break the bodies oi the women, 
but it could not break their spirit in 
their fight for political justice. That, 
no matter what the so-called law of 
England intended doing wit! her after 
Wednesday (she is to stand-for her 
trial on that day on a_ trumped-up 
charge of conspiracy) she Enew that 
her spirit would be with the women in| 
in their fight, anc that as fast as 
priso. doors closed upon one batch of 
women, another betch would be ready 
to follow suit. : 

It wes a short speeci for Mrs.’ 
Drummond, but she was a sick woman 
and made Way for Miss Kenny. The 
latter, glancing amusedly towards the 
wings, remarked: I have just heard 
that there are detectives all round u.
